PROTECTION

It is Considered Likely That Ger­ 


mans Could Keep English Wor­ 


ried Without Big Battle. 


The 
announcement 
by 
W inston 
Churchill that there had heen 110 con­ 
tact between the British and German 
fleets would seem to be fa r greater 
significance than the disposing of a 
crop of rumors brought out some in­ 
teresting comment by the New York 
Evening Post. 


“Two policies would 
appear 
to 
have been open to tho German fleet,” 
it says, “either to wager all on a 
battle with the British, or to retreat 
behind its own defense and play a 
purely 
defensive 
game. 
On 
this 
point an American naval officer of 
experience in two wars writes us as 
follows: 


“ ‘So fa r as I can read things, the 
German fleet will remain behind the 
land defences. 
Under the protection 
of the shoals of the North sea, the 
German coast is unassailable. They 
will take up all the marks, and put 
out the lights, and the sea fleet, un­ 
less it 
sees 
some 
very 
unusual 
chance, will remain inactive except— 
submarines. 
Of 
course, 
the 
Kiel 
canal is a tremendous thing for them, 
and 1 take for granted that the whole 
fleet will be so stationed «ms to he 
used at either the Baltic or Elbe end. 
I think the British.fleet i» going to 
have sonic trying times. 
Our friend 
JcHicoe will have his hands full; 
his 
job is not easy.’

s t o n Churchill may he foreshadowing 
its development.

has its reserves intact and can draw 
in all its cruisers to the mother coun­ 
try.

is made up of battles. 
No battle in 


the modern m ilitary meaning of the 


word has yet been fought. 
Germany 


is trying to discover the distribu­ 


tion and weakness 
of 
the 
allies 


across the Meuse and the affrays be­ 


ing reported are no more than simp­ 
ly reeonnaisanees in force, as has 


been pointed out in this column. 


The report is issued by the allies 


that their own positions remain in ­ 


tact and that the German advance 


was checked are true technically, but 


they can be easily misunderstood. The 


allies probably have several hund­ 


red thousand men in Belgium. 
That 


the disposition of these troops could 


be forcibly altered by five thousand 


or ten thousand German skirmishers 


is palpably absured; while the retreat 


of the Germans is not a victory for 


the allies unless these reconnoiter- 


ing expeditions have learned nothing. 


The very necessity 
for 
retreating 


may give the German general 
staff 


exactly the information it desires. 


The important fact to bear in mind 


is that Germany wants to protect her 


own 
battlefield if 
she 
advances 


across the Meuse and where 
til 


battlefield will be, depends largely 


on the “ defeats” now being admin­ 


istered to the K aiser’s skirmisher 


Institutions are contained in des­ 


patches from Brussels that the allies 


are throwing up entrenchments be­ 


tween Meuse and Brussels. 
If this 


is so, we shall have an opportunity 


of judging the effective nature of 
Germ any’s mass tactics under more* 


favorable conditions than has been 


possible before the Liege forts. 
It 


is a principle of German strategy to

The allies are undoubtedly mining

The reports that the German com­ 


m issariat has broken down are very 


likely partly true. 
This branch of 


the kaiser’s army service has been 


criticised for a number of years as 


likely to reveal serious weakness in 


actual warfare.

bands of the same m ilitary caste that 


d ir e c ts the strategy of the army.

has been pointed out by critics that 


these m ilitary officials are inclined to 


hold aloof from industrial and com­ 


mercial matters and in consequence 


do not possess the intimate econo­ 


mic knowledge necessary to maintain 


the commissariat for an arm y of a 


million men.

noyance to live stock by its painful 


bite, which is inflicted with a sharp 


proboscis or beak. 
It is sometime- 


spoken of as the “ biting house fly.” 


“ wild fly,” or “ straw fly.” 
When it 


is not biting the point of this beak 


may be seen projecting 
slightly in 


front of the head. 
The body of the 


insect is also slightly 
more 
robust 


than that of the housefly, and the 


abdomen 
rather 
more 
distinctly 


marked with dark patches. 


The usually large grain crop of 


this year will give rise 
to 
a 
very 


large number of 
straw 
stacks. 
A 


considerable number of flit».- are now 


present and with a period of rainy 


weather we may expect a horde of 


them three weeks later. 
It has been 


shown 
by investigations 
conducted 


by the Bureau of 
Entomology 
that 
these flit's breed extensively in fer­ 


menting straw. 
Oat straw and rice 


straw are preferred by the fly for its 


breeding, although in the absence of 


these tht» straw of wheat, rye or bar­ 


ley, although in the absence of these 


tht' straw of wheat, rve or barley, if 


in the proper state of fermentation, 


will produce large numbers of them. 


Manure nets as a breeding medium 


throughout the year; 
this is especi­ 


ally true of horse manure. 
The fa ­ 
vorableness til* this substance 
for 


breeding is increased when 
straw 


used as bedding is intermixed. 
A l­ 


though manure produces a sufficient 


number of stable flies to prove very 


annoying to stock it 
appeals 
that 


very severe and 
wide 
spread out­ 


breaks are largely attributable to the 


breeding of the pest in straw stacks. 


The destruction of the stable fly in 


the first instance may 
be 
brought 


about by the scattering of the ma­ 


nure upon fields, thus causing 
the 


drying out of breeding material and 


the consequent 
destruction 
of 
the 


larvae. Where it is not practicable 


t»> scatter the manure on fields the 


same results may he accomplished by 


treating it with borax at the rate of 


.62 pounds to 8 bushels of manure. 


The powdered borax should be scat­ 


tered over the entire surface of the 


manure pile. 
A- fresh manure is ad­ 


ded it should be treated with borax 


at intervals of five days to insure the 


destruction of the house fly as well 


as the stable fly. 
Borax has an in­ 


jurious effect upon crops when used 


in excessive amounts. 
It 
is 
there­ 


fore necessary where the manure is 


to be applied to soil for cropping that 


quantities not greatly in excess of 


the above amount be used on the ma­ 


nure. 


In the grain growing section the 


care of the straw after threshing is 


by fa r the most important step in 


the control of this pes. 
It has been 


determined 
that 
fermenting 
oat 


straw is far more 
favorable 
as 
a 


breeding medium for the stable fly 


is wheat straw or other 
vegetable 


matter. 
When rice is grown hordes 


of flies are often bred out in tbe fer­ 


menting straw and chaff from this 


crop. 
Oat straw is also much more 


highly prized for feeding live stock 


than is wheat straw. 
The shortage 


of food stuffs over 
much of 
the 


grain belt for the last few years has 


caused the farmers to depend largely 


upon straw to supplement other food 


in carrying their stock through the 


winter. 
The value attached to oat 


straw for feed and the fact that this 


material furnished lie most favorable 


place for the breeding of the stable 


fly emphasizes the need of taking 


better eare of it., 
It is advised that as fa r as poss­ 


ible all oat straw bo baled and then 


protected from the weather. 
In case 


portions of stacks become wet by 


rains they should he scattered over 


the fields or burned as soon as pos­ 


sible. 
When it U found im practic­ 


able to handle straw in this way the 


wet portions of the stacks may be 


treated with 
borax 
as 
described 


above. 
Where it is important that 


straw be kept for winter feeding, 


and baling is 
impracticable, 
tbe 
stacks may be improved to some ex­ 


tent by piling up the straw and leav­ 


ing the sides of the stack practically 


vertical. 
It is in the scattered por­ 


tions of the straw stacks around the 


base where the fly breeds in greatest 


numbers, and by disposing of this 


portion of tbe stack and leaving tbe 


remainder well 
rounded 
up, 
tbe 


chances for fly breeding are much 


lessened. 
The problem of 
protecting 
live 


sto ck , especially milk cows and work 


animals, from flies is almost con­ 


tinuously before the farmer. 
Most 


of tin* repelling • substances 
which 


might be named are of only tempor­ 


ary value, as with practically all of 


them tbe flies begin 
biting 
again 


within a very few hours after appli­ 
cation. 
This necessitates consider­ 


able expen-»»for the ingredients and 


the application of the material, and 


with many substances some ill effects 


are produced on the host by their 


continued application. 
A mixture of 


fish oil (1 gallon), oil of 
tar 
(2 


ounces,) oil of pennyroal (2 ounces), 


and kerosene ( ’ pint applied lightly 
to the parts most attacked by tbe 


flies will tend to keep them off. 


W ork animals may be largely pro­ 


tected by placing blankets over their 


b a c k s and trousers on 
their 
legs. 


Dairy 
s t o c k and horses 
when 
in 


barns may be protected 
by 
having 


the barns screened and brushing the 


flies off with burlap as the animals 


are driven in. 
The use of hodge fly 


traps in a few of the windows will 


also aid in the destruction of the 


flies which endeaver to escape from 


or enter the barn. 
This fly trap is of 


simple 
construction. 
When 
large 
numbers of flies are within a barn 


the catching of flies may be facilitat­ 


ed by darkening the windows which 


are not fitted with traps. 
The trap 


is described fully with illustrations in 


the Department’s Farm ers’ Bulletin 


No . 540, entitled “ The Stable F ly ,” 


which will be furnished free to those 


desiring more complete information 


regarding the pest.

ence spells tragedy for many East 
Side families. 
A grocer on Grand street told of a 
woman who supported an 
invalid 
husband and a baby on $5 a week. 
“They used to 
live 
mostly 
on 
bread,” he said. 
“They never had 
meat. 
But now I don't know 
how 
they will make the small loaves go 
round.” 
Just why the European war should 
effect the price of milk is not clear, 
yet East Side simps were quoting it 
half a cent higher. There were many 
babies in the crowded tenements to­ 
day whose cries were induced by the 
pangs of 
hunger 
Their 
parents 
couldn’t afford the usual amount of 
milk. 
A little eating place on Columbia 
street raised the price of meals from 
22 to 25 cents today.

conditions created by this hill.

at least in doing this, we will have 
done an obvious thing and one which 
will certainly prov ide a small fleet of 
vessels, at least, to carry our crops 
and manufacturers products abroad, 
and bring our 
American 
refugees 
home. 
“ Even if only a few ships come 
under the American 
Hag 
such 
a^ 
those of the United Fruit company 
and other lines which arc already 
owned hy American citizens just that 
much good will have been done. 
If 
none at all should come in, which, of 
course, 1 do not believe, although 
some intimate, then no harm 
will 
lave been done. 


“ 1 do not share the fear of some 
that this act will involve 
us in the 
European conflict. 
Each controver- 
ial case should be settled on 
its 
own merit without entangling

“It is futile to say that nothing
